•water through It. At the end of five 
minutes the "Infusion" has that del- 
icate fragrance the real tea lover 
demands, so out comes my teaball 
and the tea is ready to serve.

NO ISOLATION. 


That America cannot tt this time

Our In- 
terests are Inextricably interwoven 
with those of Europe and, since the 
participation o£ tr« United States In 
the war our obligation 
Is 
e^en 


greater. 


Only recently, said the speaker, had 


Germany, the general Germany of 
the trades, the farms, the villages, 
become convinced that the creat em- 
pire of the kaiser had lost the war. 
For four years the common people 
had been lied to, misled, by speakers 
and government controlled newspa- 
pers but during the last year, par- 
ticularly during the months following 
the armistice, had the actual truth 
become known. 


GERMANY CONVINCED. 


But now, said Lieut. Col. Bulltng- 


ton, he had found in his travels back

months, spoke on the subject 'Ger- 
many as it is today.' 


NO ISOLATION". 


That America cannot at this time 


nor at any future time step outside 
the world of affairs was one of the 
points made by the speaker. Our in- 
terests are inextricably interwoven 
with those of Europe and. since the 
participation of the United States in 
the 
war 
our obligation 
is 
even 


greater. 


Only recently, said the speaker, had 


Germany, the general Germany of 
the trades, the farms, 
the villages, 


become convinced that the great em- 
pire of the kaiser had lost the war. 
For four years the common 
people 


had been lied to, misled, by speakers 
and government controlled newspa- 
pers but during- the last year, par- 
ticularly during the months following 
the armistice, had the actual truth 
become known. 


GEP.MANT CONVINCED. 


But now, said Lieut. Col. Bulling- 


ton, he had found in his travels back 
and forth OVT Germany the common 
people had become 
convinced 
that 


Germany had lost the war, even that 
Germany was the cause of the war. 


But in spite of this the Germans 


never make unkind remarks about 
the kaiser. The speaker said that in 
all of his travels he had heard very 
l^w criticisms of the kaiser but also 
not one expressed wish for his re- 
turn to the throne. 


When any shadow of blame is laid 


on the emperor he Is blamed because 
he failed, not because he brought on 
the v* ar. 


WANT FIRMNESS 


Germans 
love a strong 
govern- 


ment. That was the ciHicism of the 
government following the revolution. 
It lacked strength and firmness. 
It 


actually gained respect when Noske, 
the minister of Viar, gathered the 
Sparticides and executed them with 
machine guns by the hundred. 


During his talk the speaker gave 


•ome irteresting facts about the food 
situation there. 


RATION CARDS

black bread a weok, six ounces oC

•eemecl fallry well clothed but in- 
spection showed that the clothing was 
what had been carefully "saved and 
repaired.

•ome of his work as a member of 
the Inter-allied commission in look- 
ing after the Russian prisoners in 
Germany and of how hard it was to
